grower, walnut grower and till- 
er of the soil in the San Gabriel 
valley area support the farm 
bureau program by member- 
ship in the organization, R. W. 
Blackburn, president of the 
California Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, gave a revealing insight into 
the work of farm bureaus in a talk 
last Monday night in Covina gram- 
mar school. 


He praised the farm cooperative 


marketing associations of southern 
California for their excellent records 
of service to growers in the special- 
ized fields of standardization, pack- 
aging, advertising, and distribution. 


"But," he added, "notable as this 


service has been, it has had little 
influence on general price levels or 
on economic factors which determine 
the relative prosperity of California 
agriculture. 


"Our cooperatives," he said, "have 


more than done their part in e'<m- 
inating useless spreads between pro- 
duction and consumption to the mu- 
tual advantage of producers and 
consumers. 


"It has, however, required national 


legislation of the type initiated by 
the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, to bring about an improve- 


j_ ment in gentra! economic! conditions, 


as reflected in increased purchasing 
power, to change losses to profits 
for California producers." 


Because the farm bureau has been 


succesfsul, he pointed out, in effect- 
ing legislation which routed the 
forces of economic depression and 
which stabilized economic conditions, 
farm cooperatives and their mem- 
bers should support the farm bureau 
thru active participation in member- 
ship. 


As examples of this type of legisla- 


tion, Mr. Blackburn described the

Citrus Areas Organize 
to Oppose Tax Boost 


Following a recent statement byj 


the Los Angeles county tax assessor 
that valuations on citrus property 
were to be raised this year, a group 
of representative citrus growers and 
packers met last week and appoint- 
ed a committee to protest the pro- 
posed raise. 


This committee consists of C. A. 


•Griffith of Azusa, chairman; E. P. 
Jochimsen, manager of the San 
Dimas Fruit Exchange; Fred Parker 
of San Fernando, Morris Tweedy of 
Downey, and Henry Damerel of Co- 
vina. 


The committee held a meeting in 


Los Angeles Wednesday morning of 
this week, and decided to request 
the California Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion to make an appraisal and re- 
port on citrus properties in this 
county, asking for the use of Vor 
T. Ellsworth, of the research and 
legislative department of the bureau 


It is the contention of the com- 


mittee, according to a statement by 
Mr. Damerel yesterday, that it wil 
be unfair and unusually burden- 
some to raise valuations at this time 
for the reason that those growers 


who escaped the severe frost dam- 
age of last January did so only by 
expending approximately one hun- 
dred dollars per acre in orchard 
icating, and therefore have already 
>een heavily penalized, also that 
those who did not heat and lost their 
crop cannot claim any reduction be- 
cause of crop loss, and only if the 
trees are damaged. It was a peculiar 
'act in connection with the freeze, 
Mr. Damerel said, that in the case 
of orange groves that were unheated, 
the crop was lost but the freeze did 
not materially injure the trees. A 
somewhat different condition exists 
in lemon orchards, where the crops 
were lost where unheated and there 
was also considerable tree damage. 


"It resolves itself into a capacity 


to pay," Mr. Damerel said. He went 
on to "declare that it would be a most 
unfortunate time for the county to 
demand parity valuations with other 
real property. It is for the purpose 
of accurately ascertaining the real 
facts that the committee wishes to 
employ the services of Mr. Ellsworth, 
who is acknowledged by the citrus 
industry to.be a farm valuation ex- 
pert. 


New Dry-Cleamng 
System Operating 


Dave Springer is this week put- 


ting a new dry-cleaning system into 
operation at his place of business on 
East College street, the new equip- 
ment being of an entirely new 
method of cleaning, in which carbon 
tetra-chloride is used instead of gas- 
oline. 
The equipment, which is 


erected in a fireproof building at the 
rear of the main tailor shop and 
pressing room, includes a pressure 
motor and tank, filter and still. 


The machine in which the clean- 


ing is done is also of a new type in 
which the articles being cleaned are 
agitated up and down in the con- 
tainer instead of being whirled, as 
in the old-type machines. Another 
feature, which Mr. Springer says is 
very important, is that each suit or 
dress is cleaned individually and is 
not sent thru the vat with other 
clothes. 


In spite of the fact that each suit, 


coat or dress is individually dry- 
cleaned, Mr. Springer says that he 
will be able to do a great deal more 
cleaning than under the old system 
of cleaning large quantities at one 
time. 
This is made possible thru 


the pressure filter system by which 
the cleaning fluid is kept clear and 
fresh.

Works administration, and "WPA" for Works 
Progress administration, unless we have failed 
to completely come out of the ether after the 
severe alphabetical operation of the past sev- 
eral years. The first has had to do with the 
financing and promulgation of public works 
without emphasis on unemployment, and the 
second is a "make-work" administration to 
directly benefit the unemployed. 


Congressman H. Jerry Voorhis of this, the 


twelfth California district, believes that the 
efforts of these two administrations should be 
combined, and tells why in a quite sensible 
and analytical way. He' advocates that wher- 
ever public works are to be constructed it 
be done to the fullest extent possible by those 
who cannot be otherwise employed. Of 
course, there is the problem of finding the 
proper kind of skilled labor for public works 
among the unemployed, a problem that in- 
creases as private industry continues to ab- 
sorb those of a skilled character. 


But here, too, is a problem that could be 


solved by these federal agencies, if they will 
give opportunity for unskilled labor to be- 
come skilled labor. As Jerry Voorhis knows, 
perhaps better than any of us, there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of young men and women 
who have been denied the opportunity to be- 
come skilled workmen and technicians in the 
past decade, because there was no place for 
them in private industry, even as apprentices. 
Private industry is just now beginning to set 
up a mournful howl that skilled labor is 
scarce, and why shouldn't it be, inasmuch as 
private industry walked out on a whole gen- 
eration and left them for several years to 
wash cars, wash dogs and wash dishes for 
their meals? 


The bill before congress thai Voorhis advo- 


cates, and which has strong support, would 
make possible the real floating of these 
stranded young men and women. The facts 
are that we have ente~ed a definite era when 
there are two kinds of business, private and 
public. We are realizing that government has 
a real function in carrying on projects needed 
by all the people, and which will eventually 
bring as much wealth to the people as does 
private effort. 


And in doing this, we will have a place con- 


stantly for that man or woman not wanted 
in private industry. It is the first long-view 
legislation on this perplexing problem that 
has been suggested, and has every evidence 
of being aimed'in the right direction.

Our Own Home Hills- 


John Steven McGroarty, representative in 


congress from the eleventh California district, 
but in our hearts always the gentle poet, says 
in "The Times'' Sunday magazine: 


We were thinking of home when the Japan- 


ese cherry blossoms flung their bright ban- 
ners to the gray skic:; of Washington. The 
city was crowded with visitors from distant 
places to feast their souls on the picture. 


And it was, indeed a lovely picture—what 


there was of it. For, after all there were but 
a few trees altogether. 


So, we thought of home and the Vale of 


Santa Clara where, at the same time of the 
year, you can stand on a hilltop in Los Gatos 
and view forty miles of blossoms—a i'ar- 
stretching sea of white bloom. And memories 
of the vast carpets of wild flowers on the 
desert stretches between Castaic and Bakers- 
field—mile.s upon miles of multitudinous color 
of such exquisite loveliness that one's throat 
aches with so overpowering a sense of beauty. 


And, even more than of all that, we thought 


of our own home hills upon which the miracle 
of spring was flung weeks before, and our 
almond trees white with blossoms, and the 
acacias masses of yellow gold. 


Trial by Battle— 


In the days of King John of England, "trial 


by battle" was employed to settle disputes 
between baronial estates, a method of deter- 
mining right by might. 


The barons selected their best broadsword 


wielders or mounted lancers, and these men 
went into single combat, while the lords, their 
fighting men and retainers, looked on. The 
baron whose fighting man won the duel or 
the tilt had indisputable right to claim what- 
ever it was that had brought on the clash, 
whether it were the establishment of a boun- 
dary between the estates, the ownership of 
a female thrall or slave, the supremacy of the 
baron's own prowess as a fighting man, thus 
won by proxy. 


That's what is going on in Spain today. 


Communism and Fascism are at grips, with 
Spain as the battleground. 
Germany and 


Italy, fearful that Communism might win, has 
sent in fighting men. Russia, equally fearful 
of the outcome, sends airplanes, war material. 


England and France, ostensibly neutral ob- 


servers, voice the anxious opinion that noth- 
ing can be proved by such warfare. The 
cause of Communism or Fascism will not be 
established or disproved, whatever the out- 
come. As in the case of two selected warriors 
deciding whether or not a boundary had been 
properly located, and deciding it upon the 
superior prowess of a broadswordsman, these 
two opposing forces are attempting to make 
might the master of right. 


We cannot help but think that Europe is 


harking back into the dim centuries for a 
solution of its dilemma, attempting to solve 
a great political and sociological problem by 
fighting a duel. War never settled anything 
and always unsettles everything. But more 
sharply than perhaps in any war in many 
centuries is this truth brought out in this 
strife in Spain, which began as a civil war 
and has developed into a proving ground for 
the physical, not legal or moral, strength of 
two diametrically opposed governmental poli- 
cies. 


When this war is over nothing will have 


been gained by either faction, much will have 
been lost, and the final solution must come 
from elsewhere, from brains, not brawn, from 
reason, not revolution.

EXCHANGE EXPERT REVIEWS 
WATER ROT CONTROL 
IN NAVEL ORANGES 


Following their review of the coronation services in London 


Wednesday, an account of which is expected from them short- 
ly, Mrs. Robert P. Miller, now past president of Covina Wo- 
man's club, and Mrs. Ethel Shirley, club editor, left for Holland 
and the Hague yesterday. 


The two Covina women had a delightful visit in Washing- 


ton, D. C., for a few days befor esailing from New York, and a 
letter tells of their experiences, as follows: 


Mr. Burns met us at the depot and I 


had made reservations at the Dodge 
hotel, which is full and very nice. 
He is taking us out to see the build- 
ings and we the waiting for him to 
come. Mrs. Voorhis is taking us to 
the home of Robert E. Lee, Mount 
Vernon, and someplace to lunch. 


Evening—We have had the most 


wonderful day. It seems weeks since 
we got off the train this morning. 
Mr. Burns was very nice. He took 
us to the building that houses the 
senators' office, then by funny little 
underground railroad that looks like 
a roller coaster train to the house 
of senators, then to the capitol build- 
ing itself and then to the house of 
representatives. Then we went to the 
congressional library. It has the 
most wonderful system. You give a 
list of books and the number of your 
chair and desk to an attendant, who 
sends the list into the book room. 
The books are returned by tube and 
delivered at your desk. Anyone can 
go there and there are study rooms 
for senators and students. 


NEW SUPREME COURT 


The new building that houses the 


supreme court cost $11,000,000 and 
is all of white marble. It is beau- 
tiful. We got special permission to 
go to the supreme court chamber 
before the session started. It is a 
rather small room and not everyone 
can get in. We also saw the library 
]lere—the most beautiful wood pan- 
eling and lighting effects I have ever 
seen anywhere. We returned to the 
House in time to hear Senator Ingle 
of Michigan spouting about some- 
thing. He was terriby excited and 
raving along and not a soul paying 
the slightest attention to him. There 
were about 60 out of more than 400 
congressmen present and most of 
them were running around or read- 
ing newspapers or lounging about 
smoking. 


Mr. Burns says he has been most 


rudely disillusioned about the way 
the government is run. The only 
time the majority of the members 
come to the session is when a bell 
is rung demanding their presence to

Severe losses suffered this season I 


in some districts from water rot in 
oil-sprayed groves again brings up 
the question of controlling pests on 
navels by means that would result 
in less cullage in seasons of pro- 
tracted wet weather and advanced 
fruit 
maturity, two. underlying 


causes. 


Results this year are a repetition 


of former observations, that typical 
water rot is confined largely to oil- 
sprayed orchards. However, the sit- 
uation this year was complicated by 
freezing effects, such as ice forma- 
tion on rind and actual freezing of 
fruit. 


One association, in a circular to its 


growers, states: "The water rot loss 
has exceeded the frost damage and 
is a very serious problem." Mr. 
Hutchison, the district agricultural 
inspector at Covina, has estimated 
the losr, for the Covina valley around 
20 per cent in the oil-sprayed or- 
chards, with little loss in fumigated 
orchards. In the Pomona-Claremont 
area, loss estimates have been even 
higher. 


There have been seasons in the 


past when water rot was fully DS 
severe as this season; yet there has 
been no diminution in the use of oi 
spray. When one inquires into the 
reasons for this situation, the an- 
swer is obvious. Oil spray has been 
the one dependable treatment for 
black scale in the so-called resis- 
tant area, which coincides closely 
with the area where water rot has 
been most prevalent.

by water rot, and at present oil 
spray is the only dependable spider 
control available which kills eggs 
as well as spiders. Since spider has 
become fully as damaging a pest as 
black scale in this navel district, 
the economy of a single treatment 
for both pests prompts most navel 
growers in._spider areas to continue 
using oil sprays. There is no doubt 
but,,that more navel growers would 
fumigate for scale if there was some 
dependable, low-priced spider treat- 
ment available and safely usable un- 


der either hot or cold conditions. 


Since continued use of oil spray 


n the areas subject to spider and 
navel water rot appears likely for 
,he present, inquiry has arisen as to 
whether or not certain brands of oil 
might not be less severe on fruit 
than others. Experience of this bu- 
reau has been that there is no par- 
ticularly outstanding difference be- 
tween different oils used in sprays. 
There have been cases of heavy 
water rot from light oils, medium 
oils, from the small percentage of 
oil used in the so-called derris-oil 
sprays, and even from the 1-3 per 
cent of oil used with selocide. As 
a general principle, however, a heavy 
deposit of oil is apt to be more 
damaging than a light deposit; light- 
medium oils not as severe as.medium 
oils. August work, on the average, 
appears to be as severe as October. 
High temperatures following spray- 
ing might also have an influence. 


METHOD SUGGESTED 


A suggested procedure for the 


grower determined to avoid the use 
of oil on navels, even at greatly 
added expense and more uncertain 
control of both scale and spider, in- 
cludes fumigation supplemented by 
two or three sulphur dusts. Fumi- 
gate for black scale as early as pos- 
sible, with 18cc dosage, August pre- 
ferably. For spider control, stand- 
ard sulphur dust at petal-shedding 
time, at the rate of 3/4-pound to the 
average-sized tree, followed by a 
second dust of %-pound two or three 
weeks later. 


A third dust is advisable, usually 


timed to follow the fumigation. This 
program should be adhered to 
whether spider is apparent or not. 
These dust treatments are not with- 
out hazard in hot weather, but we 
have never seen losses from sulphur

California Farm 
Owners Get 
Erosion Grants 


Over $1,700,000 have already been 


distributed to California farmers for 
heir participation in the 1936 agri- 
cultural' conservation program, ac- 
cording to W. B. Parker, secretary 
of the state agricultural conservation 
committee, with headquarters in 
Berkeley. 


Of this amount, over $1,600,000 


went to farmers for diverting their 
cropland from soil-depleting crops 
o soil-conserving crops and for 
carrying out approved soil-building 
practices. 


Over $40,000 of the total payments 


thus far distributed have gone to 
stockmen for carrying out approved 
range-building practices under the 
range improvement phase of the 1936 
AAA conservation program. 


The'total amount disbursed by the 


San Francisco branch of the U. S. 
treasury covers about 14,000 appli- 
cations certified for payment by the 
state committee office. 


It is expected that payments to 


California farmers who cooperated 
in the 1936 program will probably 
be completed early in June.

work done by the farm bureau in 
reducing interest rates on federal 
land bank mortgages; in securing 
special governmental appropriations 
for taking distressed crops out of the 
regular trade channels; in eliminat- 
ing speculation with farm products; ! 
in bringing about an economic bal- 
ance between agriculture, labor, and 
industry in terms of distribution of j 
national income; and in many other 
programs affecting taxation, trans- 
portation, and public utilities in their 
relations to agriculture. 


"So long as all other economic 


groups see the advantages of organi- 
zation, thru which they can derive 
special benefits," he said, "agricul- 
ture must do likewise. There is no 
known way today by which any in- 
dividual farmer or grower can meet 
the economic problems with which 
he is faced except thru the medium 
of an organization."

16,780 cars, so the loss was within 
900 cars of this remarkably accurate 
estimate, which was released to the 
press at that time. 


DAMAGE UNDERSTATED 


In a later survey in mid-February 


the loss was reduced slightly so that 
in both reports given out by the Ex- 
change, the extent of damage to na- 
vels was understated slightly rather 
than exaggerated. The estimated loss 
was 27 per cent; the actual loss 29 
per cent. Estimates of loss and of 
fruit remaining to go made by the 
California-Arizona 
orange-grape- 


fruit agency on total shipments from 
the state checked very closely with 
the Exchange figures. 


It now appears that either the
